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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1. Claims 1 and 15 are objected to because of the following informalities: in claim 1, line 3, 
the comma after "at least first" and in claim 15, line 2, the comma after "said first" should be 
deleted. Appropriate correction is required. 

Specification 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: the amendment of 
paragraph 0031 is unclear. Does the condiment opening or the first substantially planar region 
extend "over at least about half of the cover portion"? Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. Claims 1-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. Specifically, the claims are rejected for the following reasons: 

The phrase "said first planar" should be changed to - said first substantially planar 
region - for consistency throughout the claims. 

Claim 1 sets forth a condiment opening defined in the cover and a condiment tab is torn 
and the condiment opening is accessible. To the degree set forth in the claim, it is unclear how 
the condiment opening is accessible since both the condiment opening and the condiment tab 
are located in the first substantially planar region. It is suggested the term "accessible", as it 
applies to the condiment opening and condiment tab, be changed to - created - or - formed - 
in claims 1 and 16. See also claim 16 with respect to the tear-back drinking tab. 

Claim 1 appears to be inconsistent with the specification with the insertion of "said first 
planar region extends over at least about half of the surface of said cover". 

Dependent claims not specifically mentioned are rejected as depending from rejected 
base claims since they inherently contain the same deficiencies therein. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-17 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
